Trauma center opens its doors for crime victims 


The Long Beach 
Trauma Center opens 
its doors to the com- 
munity for its official 
opening on Thursday.

David Guizar was 17 years old when 
his brother Oscar was murdered in 
1983. Guizar turned to a life of drugs, 
alcohol and gangs. After leaving that 
lifestyle decades later, his other brother 
Gilbert was murdered in 2012, and 
Guizar was tempted to return to that 
life. 

It’s because of the life experience 
like Guizar’s and many others that a 
call to action has been made to create 
a center to help with victims of crimes; 
on Thursday, the Long Beach Traumat- 
ic Recovery Center was opened to the 
public for an open house event at Dig- 
nity Health St. Mary Medical Center in 
Long Beach. 

Tours were made around the facil- 
ity as guides walked attendees into a 


special in-depth look at how the center 
worked. 

“Some of the clients that we see are 
those that have had someone murdered 
in their family, said CSULB profes- 
sor and licensed marriage and fam- 
ily therapist Debora Luken. “[LBTRC 
sees] victims of shootings, domestic 
violence, sexual assaults and victims of 
trafficking.” 

Luken shared that the average per- 
son who enters the facility has experi- 
enced at least six traumatic losses. 

Bita Ghafoori, a professor at CSULB 
and LBTRC Director, said that the re- 
covery center has already serviced 
around 100 individuals. 

Clients get into the center by refer- 
rals from outreach efforts made by 
CSULB students throughout the Long 
Beach community, such as women 
shelters, emergency rooms, police de- 
partments and the gay and lesbian cen- 
ters. 

One of the programs that the cen- 
ter uses to connect with its patients is 
called “A Window Between Worlds,” 
an art program for trauma survivors 
that will help them to express them- 
selves in how they are feeling. 

There are also some programs aimed 
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at children with traumatic experiences. 

An easy way to help children un- 
derstand and deal through experiences 
with perpetrators, Luken said, is with 
in-game-mastery. 

Toy figures are used to symbolize 
certain characters involved with the 
child’s traumatic experience. The child 
then is encourage to do deal with each 
character in a way that will make them 
feel more at ease. 

“Children can react differently to 
trauma than adults. Mainly because 
of their brains that are still develop- 
ing, and they also don’t have the verbal 
skills of adults” said Luken. 

Ghafoori said that sometimes the 
idea of running around the city, hospi- 
tals, social service providers and agen- 
cies might prevent someone from seek- 
ing help in the first place. 

LBTRC also helps victims with low 
incomes that usually average at least 
$12,000 a year, Ghafoori said. 

The LBTRC not only has CSULB 
professors working in the facility, but 
also CSULB graduate students trying 
to learn how to work with patients.

training ground for student interns. 

“The idea that the center can pro- 
vide real, challenging work that will 
improve and advance the intern’s 
clinical skills is a marvelous way to 
add value to their education, and that’s 
what we are about at CSULB to make 
sure that our degrees have value,” 
Conoley said. 

CSULB graduate student Shirien 
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Kiani said she feels that the experience 
working at the LBTRC has helped im- 
prove herself as a social worker. 

“T’ve really enjoyed my time work- 
ing here at the center,” she said. “I’ve 
been learning so much about the differ- 
ent types of traumas and how it can af- 
fect someone, and I’m really happy that 
I get to help these people.”

From the food courts to the underbelly of Brot- 
man Hall, students encountered the disheartening 
sight of crowds milling in well-organized rows all 
across campus on Monday.

Still, being only slightly daunt- 
ed by the crowd, and with the prize of a personal 
Cola on the line, she quickly took her place in the 
back and was swiftly joined by a dozen of interested 
students behind her. 

Despite the considerable size of the line, the mood 
was festive with people chatting to each other, and in 
their excitement new friendships were made. 

“No, we all knew each other before, but we just 
met her in line.” said Herbert Medrano, a biology 
major from Bellflower as he talked about their new 
friend Claire Luna, a human development major. 

“Yeah, the line looks scary,” he continued. “But 
it moves fast, it’s better when you’re with friends.”

Medrano gestured to his fellow Bellflower natives, 
David Garcia, a computer engineering major, and 
Elton Adricula, a kinesiology major. 

While the mood was light in the make-your- 
own-Coke-a-Cola line, over in the bookstore things 
seemed much more grim. 

“Tt doesn’t move!” complained one student who 
didn’t want to be named. He said that he not only had 
to wait in a line to drop off his backpack, but also 
waited to pick up his books, and then to pay for his 
books and finally to pick up his backpack. Claiming 
that the whole ordeal took hours to finish. 

Though some of the students had an easier time. 

“Tt was great,” said Nick Kaufmon, an anthro- 
pology major from Pacific Palisades. “[There] was 
enough staff that it moved quick, especially com- 
pared to the airport.” 

Kassandra Carrillo, a psychology major from 
Long Beach, and Tina Truong, a business admin- 
istration management major, arrived in line at 2:30 
p.m. They made idle chit-chat and passed the time 


talking about dogs and the merits of wobbly skate- 
boards. 


“No matter what the size [of the line], we have to 


stand in it,’ Carrillo commented. “But it’s not bad 
at all.” 

She then grumbled about the unfairness for sci- 
ence majors who are forced to buy their materials 
in store. : 

“T think it’s long, but fast; it’s the first day, so it’s 
understandable,” stated Truong. She then suggested 
that, instead of winding “squgglies,” they should 
just make “lots of rows.” 

After a while, the bookstore staff began passing 
out free Red Bull to the waiting customers, ask- 
ing them if they needed anything else. Overall, 
Carrillo and Truong waited a total of 23 minutes 
from start to finish, which was shorter than they 
expected.

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How to defeat ISIS: 
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Arm the Kurds, and increase airstrike operations 


hen the Islamic State of Iraq and al-Sham 

(ISIS) blazed forth across the porous 

border between Syria and Iraq last month 

and toppled Mosul, Iraq’s second largest 

city, it looked like a scene from the eighth 

century: marauding Islamists were pillag- 
ing across the Middle East, killing non-believers with unbelievable 
cruelty and declaring.a Caliphate. 


This terrorist group, which was previously referred to as ISIS but 


recently changed its name to the Islamic State (IS), is as battle- 
hardened and financially savvy as it is barbaric. According to the 
L.A. Times, the Islamic State reigns supreme as the richest terrorist 


group on the planet and is expected to generate somewhere between 


$100 million to $200 million this year in revenue. When the cow- 
ardly Iraqi Army ditched their military uniforms and ran for the 
hills after ISIS seized the town of Mosul despite being outnum- 
bered, the Islamic State acquired expensive, high-tech weaponry 
that the United States had left for the Iraqi military. We have good 
reason to be alarmed: Bloomberg View reports that approximately 
two thousand within their ranks hail from Europe and America and 
carry passports thereof; it would be foolish to expect these radical- 
ized fighters to abandon jihad when they return home. 
Additionally, the Islamic State is causing humanitarian night- 
mares in both Syria and Iraq. After hundreds of Yezidis were killed 
by the IS‘and some forced into slavery, 40,000 Yezidi Iraqis fled 
to Sinjar Mountain where they faced dehydration, starvation and 
the threat of genocide; however, the trapped Yezidis have since 
been able to escape. The Daily Beast reports that the Islamic State 
issued an ultimatum to the thousands of Christians who had lived 
in Mosul since antiquity: convert to Islam, leave or die. To make 
matters worse, ISIS militants robbed the fleeing Christians of 
all their belongings as they left. As a result of the Islamic State’s 
campaign of terror against Yezidis and other minorities, as many as 
200,000 refugees fled to Iraq’s Kurdish north for safety, according 
to estimates by U.N. officials. The Guardian reports that the Islamic 
State is ruthlessly waging a “sexual jihad” against women in the 
city of Mosul; militants are kidnapping women from homes and 
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President Obama’s decision to 
target the Islamic State with 
airstrikes is a much needed move.

committing rape against them. 

Clearly, this insidious terrorist organization has created a hu- 
manitarian catastrophe and poses a serious national security threat 
to the U.S. and its partners worldwide- perhaps even more so than 
al-Qaeda. Thus, our response to this global development must be 
swift, well-calculated and effective. 

So, how should the U.S. respond to the Islamic State’s brutal 
campaign of jihad? The answer: we should enhance the military 
capabilities of the Kurdish military (the Peshmerga) and conduct 
targeted airstrikes against ISIS strongholds 

The Islamic State is armed with high-tech weapons made by 
the United States; however, the Kurds are not. The Islamic State’s 
recent expulsion of Kurdish Peshmerga fighters from several! towns 
near Mosul and their seizure of Syrian and Iraqi critical infrastruc- 
ture have made this material imbaldnce abundantly clear. Arming 


the Kurds with effective weaponry is a no-brainer. They despise the 


jihadists and are possibly. America‘smest-depenidable allies in the 


Middle East besides Israel and Turkey. Thus, they would not allow 
our weapons to fall into the hands of jihadist militants. Addition- 
ally, the Kurds would not use our weapons to terrorize civilians, 
as the ISIS militants have done. The U.S. must generously provide 
the Kurds with the funding, weapons and ammunition they need to 
stand up and fight against the Islamic State in the north. If not, the 
Islamic State will continue to barbarically terrorize civilians while 
undermining America’s strategic interests in the region, as well as 
its national security at home. 

Last Saturday morning, Obama said on the White House North 
Lawn that American combat troops would not be sent to Iraq to 
conduct ground operations. However, he authorized the use of 
drone strikes and U.S. aircraft have been pounding ISIS positions 
since last Saturday. “I don’t think we’re going to solve this problem 
in weeks,” the President told reporters in televised remarks. He 
continued and stated that, “This is going to be a long-term project.” 
Although these remarks betray that the prospect of mission creep 
is likely, whereby the scope of the military excursion exceeds the 
initial estimates by the administration, President Obama’s decision 
to target the Islamic State with airstrikes is a much needed move. 
That being said, the scope must be widened. 

Peter Mansoor, a retired army colonel and professor at Ohio 
State, asserted that “The goal eventually is to eliminate (the Islamic 
State), but the president has laid out a very restrained military op- 
tion which can’t accomplish that goal,” according to Yahoo News. 
In order to successfully disrupt and eliminate the estimated 15,000 


ISIS jihadists, the U.S. must escalate its air operations. 

In sum, the Islamic State threatens to export terror to the U.S. 
and Europe, from which thousands of their fighters carry pass- 
ports; additionally, ISIS continues to pose a significant threat to the 
U.S. and her allies’ strategic interests in the region. Moreover, the 
Islamic State will continue to terrorize civilians, especially women 
and minorities, if left unchecked. By arming the Kurdish Pesh- 
merga forces and widening the scope of our air operations, the U.S. 
can help to buttress its strategic interests abroad, prevent genocide 
against minorities, reduce violence against women and prevent acts 
of terror in Europe and at home.

Sophomore Mimi Rangel will be returning this 
season from a standout freshman year.

Arriving at Long Beach State as a highly 
touted recruit, Mimi Rangel quickly estab- 
lished herself as one of the more valuable 
pieces on the women’s soccer team. 

As a freshman last year, Rangel dqaminated 
the Big West Conference. In addition to being 
named the Big West Freshman of the Year, she 
earned first-team, all-conference honors and 
was named to the league’s all-freshman team. 
She led the 49ers with five goals, and with a 
year of experience under her belt, she’s poised 
to improve.on that figure. 

Going into her sophomore season, head 
coach Mauricio Ingrassia thinks Rangel is 
ready to take the next step in her development 
as a player. 

“T think she has a lot of confidence right 
now,” Ingrassia said. “She came in ready to 
work. She passed her fitness tests. She’s just a 
year more mature.” 

For as impressive as she is on the field, Ran- 
gel stands out when ina group, which is saying 
something considering her diminutive stature. 
Standing only 5 feet 2 inches tall, Rangel’s 
confidence is apparent when she speaks. For 


as talented as she is, she loves talking up her 
team. 

“T think one of our strengths is how unique 
every player is,” Rangel said. “I think we have 
a great team, and we mesh really well because 
of personalities off the field. I don’t think you 
find stuff like this very often.” 

Even when asked what her personal goals 
are for the season, one of the first things she 
mentioned was a teammate, though she’s al- 
ready very familiar with one. 

“We have a good freshman class that just 
came in,’ Rangel says. “One of them, her 
name’s Ashley Gonzalez, I was fortunate 
enough to play with her for three years in high 
school. The relationship we had with each oth- 
er on the field was unbelievable. One goal for 
sure is to get back the relationship we had on 
the field and hopefully have us two lea up top 
and lead the team as best as we can.” 

Rangel doesn’t think there’s any one thing 
she can improve on from last year. She says 
she wants to be better than she was last year. 
She says she believes that she must improve 
mentally before she can improve physically. 
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The Beach didn’t have a winning season until head coach Mauricio Ingrassia took over in 2004.

The Long Beach State women’s soccer team 
failed to qualify for the Big West tournament last 
year for only the third time since Mauricio Ingras- 
sia took over as head coach in 2004. 

With several young players returning with at 
least a year of experience, there appears to be a 
good chance of reaching the lofty standards that 


the program has set over the last ten years. 

Last year saw the end of a three-year run that 
featured an Elite Eight appearance in the NCAA 
tournament. Still, there’s a lot of confidence among 
the players from what they’ve seen in practice. 

“It’s been going great,’ Mimi Rangel said. “I 
think the environment is the best it could be right 
now. Everybody’s enjoying it, everybody’s having 
a good time, but also everybody knows when to be 
serious too.” 

Rangel’s teammate, senior Taylor Nelson, 


echoed a similar sentiment. 

“Everyone came in really focused,” Nelson 
said. “The freshmen have really gotten the groove 
of things with us, how we do things. We just have 
to keep working on how we play, building our 
identity with the new players.” 

Even without a postseason appearance, there 
were a lot of valuable lessons learned last season. 
Ingrassia hopes his players can use that to be suc- 
cessful this year. 

“The team came in super fit,’ Ingrassia said. 


“We have a year under our belt. It’s very important 
to develop good habits and work on the culture.” 

The 49ers will return their leading goal-scorer 
and Big West Freshman of the Year Mimi Rangel. 
Rangel, who scooped up several accolades after a 
terrific season last year, will be leaned upon heav- 
ily on offense. In addition to scoring five goals al- 
ready, Rangel also added four assists, showing the 
potential to be a complete offensive player. 

Ingrassia, though, was quick to point out Nelson 
as the leader of the team.
